Advices had reached the immigra- 
tion service, Caminetti said, that ar- 
rangements had been made at Manila 
to send the East Indians from the 
Philippines with certificates obtained 
from the Department of State of the 
insular government, 

On the strength of these certificates 
a party of five Hindus gained admis- 
sion to the United States at San Fran- 
cisco and being a precedent, he said, 
preparations were made immedi- 
ately for sending forward an army of 
laborers in the same way. Cots were 
purchased by the Manila agents for 
the use of Hindus on shipboard en 
route to Pacific Coast porta, so that 
they might sleep on deck when regu- 
lar accommodations were overtaxed. 


The American Immigration De- 
partment became active, Caminetti 
said, as soon as the plan became 


known and the majority of the Hin- 
dus applying for admission at San 
Francisco were afterward rejected as 
Mable to become public charges. The 
same treatment met them at other 
ports. 

Mr. Caminetti said he had arrived 
at an agreement with the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific Ralil- 
roads restricting the transportation 
of Hindu laborers and hoped for sim- 
ilar agreements with other transcon- 
tinental lines.

This led him 
into th piusetioce. oilfields in Northern 
Vera iz, “Where the Aguilar, an 
American compery rival in the United 
Btates of the ndard Oil, had al- 
ready established itself.

With the downfall of Diaz, rd 
Cowdray's influence for the time be- 
ing was gone. Perhaps, however, he 
thought, as did many others with spe- 
cial privileges to protect, that Ma- 
dero's government would be but a 
slight modification of that of Por- 
firio Diaz. -He and Gustave Madero, 
who was undoubtedly a scamp of the 
first water, soon n to work to- 
gether. 

MADERO BLOCKS ONE PLAN. 


One of the first schemes proposed 
Was to dispose of Pearson's interests 
in the Tehuantepec Railroad to the 
Mexican government. He owns 35 per 
cent. of the stock of the road and the 
Mexican government owns the fre- 
maining 65 per cent. The bulk of 
the business done by this road is the 
transfer of sugar end freight carried 
by the Hawaiian Steamship Company 
between Honolulu and New York. As 
seon as these ships can use the Pana- 
ma Canal all this business wil] be lost 
to the road. There seems to be con- 
siderable doubt if after that it will be 
a paying proposition. ; 

It seems that Cowdray and Gustavo 
Madere hoped to sell Cowdray’s share 
to Mexico for something like $14,000,- 
000. Ernesto Madero, the Minister of 
the Treasury, and Francisco Madero, 
the President, promptly vetoed the 
whole scheme, saying in the first place 
the price was exorbitant, and in the 
gecond that if Mexico could stand the 
approaching | on 65 per cent. Cow- 
dray could do itt on his 36 per cent. 

Another hard blow administered by 
the Madero government was Madero’s 
announced intention to carefully in- 
vestigate all concessions and all gov- 
ernment officials who had had any- 
thing to do with granting them. 

SOUGHT HELP FROM TAFT. 


There seems to be little doubt that 
Lord Cowdray made two efforts to 
head this of. First he used what in- 
fluence he could bring to bear to get 
President Taft to intervene In Mex- 
ico on the grounds of protecting the 
lives and property of foretgners. He 
also urged the possibility of British 
intervention on this score. Fatling in 
this effort he tried to sell his oi] con- 
cessions in New York. In this he also 
failed. 

All thig left him in the position of 
many others who wanted Madero’s 
downfall accomplished. 

The advent of Huerta gave matters 
a new complexion. Here was a man 
untroubled by ideals. For favors re- 
ceived return favors would be granted. 
It is openly stated in Mexico City that 
Huerta promised concessions end oth- 
er favore in exchange for British rec- 
ognition and aid in getting a loan. 
Hiven the Britishers admit that Cow- 
dray got the recognition es promised, 
One concession Cowdray is known to 
have gotten is that for the construc- 
tion of wireless at: Tuxpam, Vera 
Crus.

Under such 
circumstances the ULritish govern- 
ment would not have had the slightest 
excuse for backing Cowdray. 

At the present time there is prac- 
tically no constittulenal government 
in Mexico while the disorder if any- 
thing is increasing. Under such con- 
ditions not only the British but other 
governments can be excused if they 
become impatient regardless of the 
influence of those in Lord Cowdray’s 
position. 

BRITISH AGGRESSIVE. 

The recent appointment of Sir 
Lionel E. G. Carden as British Min- 
later to Mexico Is sufficient evidence 
of the British government's intention 
to be more aggressive. The story is 
that he started life selling watcnes 
in the Argentine. A: British Consui 
being needed in some out of the way 
Place no one would go to, he being 
familiar with the ground was ap- 
pointed. Since then he hus risen, due 
to his readiness to undertake any kind 
of work which the Foreign Office 
wishes done. 

His arrival in Mexico is generally 
considered as a sign that « policy far 
from an open one has been decided 
upon. 

There has also arrived in Mexico 
Sir James Rt. H. Winton; formerly a 
director in the InGian secret service 
during Lord Curzen’s administration 
of that country. His past record in 
Persia, Siam, Korean, Afgnanistan, and 
Arabia is as a ruthless collector of 
claims and enforcer of concessions. 

lt is generally belleve’d that Sir 
Winton was the original choice of the 
British government for Minister to 
Mexico, but that the Huerte govern- 
ment, knowing his record, objected, 
This gotten around Ly appointing 
Carden as Minister and Winton as 
special attache. 

How much of this is due to Lord 
Cowdray isa not known. Ii is known, 
however, that he has great influence 
with the British government and that 
should the rebels come into power he 
will probably lose many of his con- 
cessions. 

The construction work which he has 
done in Mexico is of the best, bur the 
price he has charged has been 
exorbitant. As an illustration he bid 
$22,000,000 for the Mazatian Harbor 
works.

Washington Officials Confident that 
President’s Treatment of Crisis in

in a final struggle in Mexico. Such a 
conclusion has been the one principal 
cbject of the American admin‘stra- 
tion. 

Among the facts which form the 
basis of the belief that the closirg 
chapters of the Huerta regime are 
now being written, is a report to the 
State Department from agents in 
Mexico that the Federal troops are 
no longer in receipt of their pay, 
without which, experience has shown 
their loyalty cannot be depended up- 
on. Other reports regarded as indi- 
cating the speedy triumph of the Con- 
stitutionalist forces related to the 
precipitated flight of the heads of the 
families which have controlled vast 
estates in Northern Mexico, employ- 
ing thousands of peons in agriculture, 
stock-raising and mining. Their flight 
and the abandonment of their proper- 
ty deprives the Huerta government of 
a source of revenue much needed at 
present. 

Inguiry that has been made unof- 
ficiaNly into the reports that large 
shipments of arms and ammunition 
had been ordered by the Huerta gov- 
ernment and were now on their way 
to Mexico has developed the fact that 
such orders az are being filled were 
placed many months ago, in the 
early days of the present revolution 
when it seemed insignificant. 

There was no change recorded to- 
day in the disposition of American 
military or naval forces In Mexican 
waters. 

The Navy Department announced 
that the 700 marines which arrived at 
Pensacola, Fila., yesterday, on the 
Prairie, had been kept aboard ship 
becauee there were not sufficient quar- 
ters ashore at present for all of them.

last Words of a Wealthy Mexican

HERMOSILLO (Sonora, Mex.) 
Dec. 3.—A wealthy Mexican resident 
ef Sinaloa was shot to death here 
early today before a firing squad of 
insurgent goldiera. He was Antonio 
V. Cavallepgo and had been convicted 
of plotting against the Constitutional 
government of his State. 

Day had not broken over the 
jagged hills, the pointed spires or the 
twisted streets of low buildings. It 
was at that darkest hour of night, 
when Cavallero was placed against a 
wall of gunbaked brick, facing the 
cemetery where his body now rests. 

A huddle of carriages, army offi- 
cers, coachmen, a few curious specta- 
tors and five little soldiers were there. 
The prisoner walked alone to the wail, 
receiyed the blessing of a priest, and 
placed the executioner’s bandage over 
his eyes. 

“Mark well the heart,” he sald. 

Against the black background of 
the wall the man appeared without 
legs. Nothing was visible to the 
marksmen except the silhouette of 
his shirtesleeves and the white band- 
age over his head. 

The firing squad moved to within 
ten feet of their mark. An officer 
gave the command to fire. The five 
rifles fired as one. 

Such was the finale of an attempt 
to cause an anti-Constitutionalist up- 
rising, according to the findings of 
the court-martial, Cavallero had 
been confronted with letters signed 
by his name which gave details of 
the insurgent strength in uliacan, 
which recently was taken by the Con- 
stitutionalists. 

Moved to pity by the presence 
here of the doomed man's wife and 
two children, a score of women of 
Hermosillo called on Gen, Carranza 
at the last moment. The Censtitu- 
ttonalist commander told them they 
had come too late, that Cavallero had 
been convicted of high treagon and 
that his death had been caused.

DEMOCRATS STILL FIGURING 
HOW TO AVOID IT. 


McAdoo's Estimate for Revenues 
Indicate He Is Relying on Income 
Tax, but Statement of Congress 
Bridges Difficulty by Omitting 
Panama Fund from Debit Side. 


RY A. P. DAY WIRB TO THE TIMES.! 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Secretary 
McAdoo’s first report to Congress, de- 
livered today, is largely confined to 
a review of the achievements of the 
Treasury Department in matters 
that have been of nation-wide ap- 
terest; to recommendations for in- 
creased appropriations for bureaus 
under his authority and for )egisla- 
tien which he declares, n essary 
te the better conduct of the govern- 
ment and the protection of the peo- 
ple. 


The Secretary discusses at some 
length the subject of currency legis- 
lation, reviewing the activities in his 
department related to it. He speaks 
of an unrest in business circles fol- 
lowing the beginning of the special 
session of Congress in April, refers 
to a “propaganda of pessimism which, 
designedly or not, produced a con- 
dition of extreme nervousness and 
tension.” and points to his an- 
nouncement in June that the Treas- 
ury was ready to issue $500,000,000 
of emergency currency. under the 
Aldrich-Vreeland act to prevent re- 
striction of credits and to ease any 
situation. 

The’ income tax is dwelt upon at 
length, but the report estimates that 
425.000 individuals are subject to it 
and that corporations not heretofore 
subject to tax will number. about 
150.000. 

Secretary McAdoo estimates that 
fiscal year, ex- 
ciusive of postoffice receipts, will be 
$728,.000,000, only $2,000,000 less 
than the estimates for the fiscal year 
1914. To make that total he expects 
the customs to bring in $249,000,000: 
ordinary internal revenue; $315,000,- 
000, and the income tax. $105,- 
000,000, of which $40,000,000 is to 
come from corporations, the remain- 
der from individuals. 

From sales of public lands he ax- 
pects .to put inte the Treasury $§3,- 
000,000, and from miscellaneous 
sources, $56.000,000. He expresses 
the belief the ordinary receipts for 
1915 will exceed the disbursements 
sufficiently to pay out about $36,000.. 
000 from the Treasury's general fund 
for the Panama Canal. 

Expenditures for 1915 will exceed 
the government's total income by 
$73,681,777. according to an official 
Statement today by the appropriation 
committees of the House and Senate, 
based on Secretary McAdoo's esti- 
mates. As worked out by the Con- 
gressional committees the 1915 ex- 
penditures will amount te $1,108,- 
681.777, tneluding postal appropria- 
tions, while thev estimate the reve- 
at $1,035,000,000, including 
postal receipts. By excluding, how- 
ever, $60,717,000, sinking fund ap- 
propriation to meet the public debt. 
end $24.326.985 for the Panama 
Canal, the latter to be repaid from 
the sale of bonds, the committees 
eypect a surplus of revenues over ex- 
penditures by $13,362,207.

USES CAPITOL TO DO IT, SAYS 
SENATOR WORKS, 


Debate in the Senate Over the 

Hetch Hetchy Water Supply Bill 

Also Brings in the Name of For- 

mer Congressman Bell, Who Is 
. Opposing the Measure. 


[BY A P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3. — Charges 
of lobbying in connection with the 
bill to permit San Francisco to take 
& weter supply from the Hetch 
Hetchy Valley, involving Gifford 
Pinchot and Theodore A. Bell, for- 
mer member of Congress from Cali- 
fornia, were today made in the Sen- 
ate. During a speech opposing the 
bill, Senator Works remarked: 

“If you will go out into the corri- 
dors of this Capitol now you will find 
Gifford Pinchot lobbying in favor of 
this bill. At least he was here this 
morning.” 

“While you are mentioning lobby- 
ing,” interrupted Senator Thomas. 
“why not include Theodore A. Bell of 
California, who is here opposing the 
bill?” 

“T am not here to defend Mr. Bell,”’ 
replied Senator Works, “but I don't 
know of his attempting to influence 
the judgment of a single individual 
Senator.” 

“I have thought for some time,” 
interjected Senator Kenyon of Iowa, 
“that the Lobby Committee, which 
has not yet concluded its investiga- 
tion, would do well to take up the 
lobbies which have been working on 


this bill.” 
speech 


Senator Works closed his 
with the declaration that he repre- 
sented a substantial part of the peo- 
ple of San Francisco and of Califor- 
nia in his op ition to the bill. 

“I am afraid‘some other representa- 
tives of California have lacked the 
courage to stand in the face of the 
appeals made to Congress and to de- 
fend the rights of the people of San 
Francisco against this plan,” he 
added. 


THOMAS SUPPORTS MEASURE. 


Senator Thomas of Colorado, who 
followed Senator Works, vigorously 
supported the bill. He pointed out 
that the entire California delegation 
in the House indorsed it and that 
every member of the House Public 
Lands Committee had voted for a 
favorable report. 

“T have reached the conclusion,” he 
said, “after mature deliberation that 
the passage of this measure is essen- 
tial to the future welfare of the city 
of San Francisco and the other mu- 
nicipalities which cluster about San 
Francisco Bay.’’ 

The right of San Francisco to dis- 
tribute water to other cities surround- 
ing San Francisco Bay and the con- 
flict which might arise between the 
city’s claims and those of irrigation 
water-users in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley, figured prominently in the de- 
bate that arose during Senator 
Thomas's speeth. 

“We need not give ourselves any 
concern about the rights of the we- 


ter users on the irrigated lands,” said 
Senator Nelson. “Whatever righis 


they have are protected not only by 
the laws of California, but by the 
laws of the United States, and there is 
nothing in this bill that could divest 
them of those rights.” 

Senator Thomas said San Francisco 
was to be commended for looking 
ahead to the future needs of its own 
people and of the municipalities sur- 
rounding San Francisco Bay. Some 
day, he said, they might all be united 
in a single “greater San Francisco.” 
Their welfare, even at present, he 
added, would be best served through 
a common water supply such as that 
contemplated by the Hetch Hetchy 
bill. 

NIGHT SESSION. 


Senator Thomas continued his 
speech at a night session. The Re- 
publicans insisted upon the presence 
of a quorum and three-quarters of an 
hour was lost while the sergeant-at- 
arms rounded up the absenteegs. 
Senator Thomas criticised the meth- 
ods and motives of the opponents of 
the bill. 

“IT have received 5000 letters of pro- 
test against this bill,” interrupted 
Senator Smoot. “I know 1000 of the 
people who wrote these letters and I 
don’t believe a single one of them 
was influenced by the Spring Valley 
Water Company, which at present 
supplies San Francisco with water.” 
“The very enthusiasm of these gen- 
tlemen, who are ardent lovers of na- 
ture,” said Senator Thomas, “makes 
them easy instruments in the hands 
of sinister interests.” 

The Senate adjourned when Sena- 
tor Thomas concluded. Consideration 
of the bill will be resumed tomor-

HEAT IMPORTS 
MUST PAY DUTY. 


REDUCED COST OF LIVING GETS 
A BLACK EYE. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3%. — Hopes 
that the cost of living might be re- 
duced by free importations of meat, 
flour and other wheat products from 
the great South American grain pro- 
ducer, the Argentine Republic, were 
dissipated today when notices were 
sent to the Collector of Customs that 
the retaliatory duty on wheat and its 
products must be enforced against Ar- 
gentina and most of the other na- 
tione of the world. Under the new 
tarif! law wheat and its products are 
to be admitted free from countries 
which admit such products free from 
the United States. 

Argentina imposes 2 duty on semo- 
lina, a product of wheat, and although 
the President and the Congress of 
that nation are understood here to 
favor a repeal of this provision of 
their tariff law, such action has not 
been taken. 

On wheat the retaliatory duty will 
amount to a few cents a bushel, on 
flour about 45 cents a barrel and on 
other products 10 per cent. ad valor- 
em. Under the Treasury Department's 
decision wheat and its products will 
be admitted free only from Denmark, 
Finland, The Netherlands and Great 
Britain. — 

Housewives, however, may find 
some comfort in a second order to 
collectors whereby the 10 per cent. 
retaliatory duty on potatoes and po- 
tato products will not be assessed 
against fresh, dried or ground pota- 
toes from Denmark; potatoes and po- 
tato products, except potato flour, 
from The’ Netherlands, and potato 
flour from New Zealand.

000,000 would be subject not to the 
penalty of 7 per cent., but to a penalty 
of 40 per cent.; and those with in- 
comes of $2,500,000, and over, in- 
stead of being subject to the penalty 
of 7 per cent., which the statute im- 
poses, would be com ed to pay 
100 per cent.; that is, entire ex- 
cess of their income over $2,500,000, 
into the public treasury.” 

The declaration continues that there 
are several persons in the United 
States with incomes of more than $2,- 
500,000 a year who could be com- 
pelled to pay a like proportion of their 
incomes into the public treasury with- 
out hardship, while the tax imposed 
hardship and deprivation on those of 
smaller incomes. 

Incomes ranging from $3000 to 
$100,000 a year were mainly the 
fruita of laborious industry. the dec- 
laration adds, and usually the entire 
incomes were expended by those who 
earned them in supporting their fam- 
ilies, while incomes exceeding $100,- 
000 were enjoyed mainly by persons 
of “enormous fortune who collected 
them without pecuniary risk, serious 
responsibility or fruitful labor. 

The complaint continued that in 
penalizing such incomes as the plain- 
tiff's with such severity while allowing 
possessors of incomes exceeding $500,- 
000 to’ “escape” with such a wholly 
disproportionate penalty, “the tax un- 
dertook to deprive her of her prop- 
erty without due process of law.”

GIFT AT HAND 
FREE AS AIR. 


Million and a Quarter Is 
Estimated Value. 


Company Asks Improvement 
of Inner Harbor. 


Passing of the C harter Party 
May Follow Election, 


LONG BEACH, Dee. 3.—Carrying 
out its promise to aid in the develop- 
ment and deepening of the inner har- 
bor and the extension of the San 
Gabriel jettles, the Los Angeles Dock 
and Terminal Company last night no- 
tifled the City Council that it had 
placed in escrow deeds to seven and 
a fraction acres of land on the har- 
bor with 1000 feet of water front- 
ace, together with an eighty-foot 
strip of land for street purposes con- 
necting the seven acres with Seventh 
street. 

This property, with an estimated 
Value of a million and a quarter dol- 
ars, is a gift to the city provided its 
citizens vote pond issue of $650,000 
for the proposed improvements une 
der. the supervision of ‘the ‘govern- 
ment board of engineers. Should 
the project fail, the land, which Is 
regarded as the most valuable om the 
harbor, will revert to the Dock and 
Terminal Company, which has devel- 
opened the harbor from a salt marsh 
to its present stage, capable of ac- 
commodating small vessels but not 
deep enough for large ocean-going 
steamshinpa. 

Counci! last night took the second 
step in the proceedings for this bond 
lasue by the introduction of an ordi- 
nance calling an election for Janu- 
ary 15 to vote a bond issue of $650,- 
000, of which $525,000 is for extend- 
ing the fetties and deepening the har- 
bor to thirty feet and $125,000 for 
additional whe f and dock facilities. 

The Counci! also ordered the ques- 
tion of 2 $40,000 bond issue for a pler 
at Devil's Gate submitted to the peo- 
ple on January 14. This ts the fourth 
and probably the Inst time an effort 
will be made to carry this propost- 
tion, previously defeated three times.

whatsoever, for the benefit eof the 
stockholders and creditors of the cor- 
poration, and for the welfare of the 
city generally. Each and every mem- 
ber of the directorate is a very busy 
man, and is making quite 9 sacrifice 
to give attention to the affairs of the 
company, having all that he ought to 
be expected to do in attending to his 


own affairs. Reforms have been tn- 
| susurated which have made the run-

PAVES WAY FOR 
NEW HOSPITAL. 


Court Makes Ruling as to 
Site at Norwalk. 


Tract Is Divested of Old 
Easements on It. 


Survey for Asylum Building 
Will Begin Soon, 


Early action on the erection of the 
New State Hospital for the Insane at 
Norwalk was forecast yesterday when 
Presiding Judge McCormick of the 
Superior Court entered a ruling di- 
vesting certain tracts of land, pur- 
chased for the asylum site, of rail- 
road and other ¢asements placed on 
it more than thirty Years ago by the 
defunct, Santa Gertrudes Land Asso- 
ciation. 

“The ruling,” said Dr. H. G. Brain- 
erd of the Hospital Commission last 
night, “paves the way for the accept- 
ance of the site by the State Board 
of Control and an order for the State 
Engineer to survey the ground for 
the erection of the buildings.” 

Brainerd further stated that acteal 
construction work may be expected to 
begin early :the coming year, as it 
has been practically decided that the 
Plans used in the rebuilding of the 
State Hospital for the Insane at Ag- 
new will be modified for use at Nor- 
walk. The Agnew plans, Dr. Brain- 
erd says, are modern in every essen- 


tial, although they will have to be 
modified here and there. 

APPROPRIATION PROVISIONS. 

The appropriation for the work is 
$250,000, made last year by the Legis- 
lature, with the provision that not 
more than $90,000 be spent for a 
Site of not less than 300 acres, near 
the sea. It was provided that a com- 
mission, consisting of the Governor, 
Ifeutenant-Governor, State Engineer 
‘and a member of the Pathological 
Society of California should select 
the site, with the approval of the 
State Board of Control. The actual 
purchase was intrusted toa hospital 
commission consisting of Dr. F. W. 
Hatch, head of the State Lunacy 
Commission; State Engineer McClure 
and Dr. H. G. Brainerd of this city. 

After inspecting twenty sites in six 
counties of Southern California, a 
tract of 305 acres near Norwalk was 
selected. It was chosen because of 
its nearness to stations on two rail- 
roads and for its rich agricultural 
possibilities, as well as its nearness 
and fine wagon road connections with 
this city. 

The sellers were A. V. Segno. 
Mrs. Sarah Spencer, t. W. Inman end 
others, with J. J. Hoffman of Mon- 
rovia holding options on much of the 
land. It happened, however, that the 
$05 acres comprised tracts placed 
on the market and manipulated for 
various purposes bv the Santa Ger- 
trudes Land Association more than 
@® quarter of a century ago. 

TITLE NOW PERFECT. 

In the course of selling this asso- 
Clation, of whom no directors or 
stockholders are known to be, alive, 
@old one tract of sixty acres and two 
of forty acres apiece with certain 
railroad, road and irrigation  ease- 
ments. These tracts, in part, are in- 
Cluded in the hospital purchase. 

In order to perfect title to the tract 
as a whole, particularly as the rail- 
fond easement would bisect the pro- 
posed site of the main building, the 
purchasing commission conveyed the 
Property to the Los Angeles Title 
and Insurance Company, and R. CG. 
Avery was appointed trustee for con- 
veyante to the State. This action 
opened the way to a suit by a title 
insurance company against Avery, as 
present representative of the Santa 
Gertrudes Land Association, to quiet 
title to the easements. 


“Now that the title is made clear,” 


gaid Brainerd last night, “acceptance 
of the site. by the State Roard of Con- 
trol is a foregone conclusion. and I 
expect that the survey of the site, pre- 
paratory to the actual starting of 
work on the bulldings, will be started 
during coming week.”

Mutual Water Company No, 3 has 
nearly completed its -main_ ditch 
through the land and water will be 
available at a low price for all of it 
very soon. This means that not only 
will the 45,000 acres involved in yes- 
terday’s Sig deal be brought under 
cultivation now, but the 46,000 acres 
held by government entrymen must 
be improved. 

Thus, one-fourth of the great Im- 
perial domain is at once reclaimed. 
Ninety thousand acres of the most 
valuable and most fertile land in the 
entire valley is brought under irriga- 
tien and cultivation. The work of 
reclamation will be more rapid than 
in any other part of the valley, for 
the great tract is to be cut up into 
small pieces and sold at once. 

Because the option under which 
the puhchase was made was secured 
nearly twenty months ago the asso- 
ciation bought the land so low that 
it can sell it at a figure far below 
the market value of similar land in 
the valley and still make its profit. 
It is practically certain that the en- 
tire tract will be held in parcels 
ranging from forty to 160 acres with- 
in the next twelve months, and that 
simost every acre will be under cul- 
tivation or being made ready for cul- 
tivation. 

TWO TOWNS CONTEMPLATED. 

Two towns will probably be built, 
one not far from the present site of 
Bernice, and the other near Imperial 
Junction. 

The foundation for the sale was 
laid in April, 1912, when Luther G. 
Brown secured an option from the 
Southern Pacific Company on the en- 
tire 45,009 acres. Until now he has 
been unable to complete the sale and 
has with difficulty retained his right 
of option. In the elapsed time the 
value of Imperial Valley raw lands 
and of the land involved has been 
enhanced fully 100 per cent. 

As the value of the land increased 
far beyond the price fixed in the 
option many efforts were made by 
other people to purchase part of it. 
The Southern Pacific Company has 
been offered double thé option price 
for single sections and for tracts up 
to 6000 acres. Brown was successful. 
however, not only in maintaining his 
option right, but-in holding the price 
at the ficure ofiginally set. 

STRONG ORGANIZATION. 


Prior to completing the purchase 
the Imperial Valley Farm Lands As- 
sociation was organized. The company 
is composed of strong business men 
of Imperial Valley and this city. The 
Ownership is divided in this way 
among a great number of business 
men, many of whom intend to take 
out small tracts of land for their 
pergonal use and to highly improve it 
at once.

The land will -be offered at a com- 
paratively small advance over the 
price the syndicate has paid. Consid-

The water company has a contract 
from Col. W. A. Helabird, receiver 
for the California Development Com- 
pany, and the contract has been ap- 
proved by Judge Conrey. The canals 
are now in process of construction 
and excellent progress has been made. 
The main cana! is approaching com- 
pletion and will be as far as Flowing 
Wells in a few days. This ts an ex- 
tension of the east high line, which 
is above any other irrigating canal 
in the Imperial Valley system and is 
high enough to cover all the land in 
the purchase and the alternate sec- 
tions held by government entrymen.

Most of them are now 
about to expire and cannot be re- 
newed because the reasons given 
heretofore no longer exist. 

The water system is devised with 
special reference to economical dis- 
tribution and drainage. Drainage 
ditches are being put in simultane- 
ously with the distributing canals. 
Stock in the ompany is now avalil- 
able at $12.50 per shure and one 
share per acre is needed. The price 
for water is 60 cents per acre foot, 
the same as in other parts of the 
valley. 


LIMIT OF IRRIGATION. 


It is probable there will be no 
further extension of the Imperial 
Valley water system until] the status 
of the upper Colorado River and its 
storage waters has been definitely de- 
termined.

Government experts had re- 
‘ported unfavorably concerning the 
soil. The Colorado River, which was 
to furnish the water, was known to 
be treacherous with ever-changing 
course and hard to control. No more 
desolate and unattractive spot could 
be found the world over. Yet the 
men who risked their lives, their time 
and their money were right and their 
triumph is the triumph of California 
and the whole nation, for a new valley 
of the Nile, richer and more valuable 


floor. Practically nothing needs to 
be done to it except to plow and bor- 
der and turn on the water. Along its 
northern edge the main railroad line 
runs for five miles through its rich- 
est section.

Four years ago the attention of 
some of the most prominent orange 
growers in Southern California was 
attracted to Imperial Valley.

If that be true, 
he grievously disappointed his friends who 
believed him incapable of duplicity. It is 
to be hoped that we shall hear no more of 
this mysterious “political pressure;” that 
the Mayor will stand up and fight it down 


if the abominable thing gets to pressing

Where 
are we to look for this leadership? We 
turn to the church as a body and we see 
the Catholic and Lutheran clergy earnestly 
battling against the new economic heresy 
that, once accepted, means the destruction 
of the spiritual order equally with that of 
the prevailing civic organization.

One of the greatest and as well 
one of the humblest men in the city’s | 
Service walked wunostentatiously Into’ 
the Mayor’s office yesterday, laid a 
plainly-written statement on the de- 
serted desk of the chief executive and 
departed. 

The statement was the resignation 
of Augustine W. Wright from the 
Board of Public Utilities, and it ended 
100 days of service in the only pub- 
lic job one of the foremost munict- 
pal engineers tn the country ever 
held. 

Mayor Rose was absent yesterday 
on @ hunting trip. When he returns 
he probably will act upon the Wright 
resignation. The, Mayor does not 
know Wright. Few men in the City 
Hall outside the Board of Public 
Utilities know him. He became a 
public servant the latter part of June, 
sat through the heat of the McRey- 
nolds incident and then left because 
of “too much politics.” 

BIG MAN REPUDIATED. 

“My tdea of being a commissioner 
of public utilities,” said Wright yes- 
terday, “is that he should. be con- 
spicuously iselated from politics, that 
he should give his time and attention 
to hand!iing utility preblems without 
considering the political effect of any 
attitude he might take. But there is 
too much politics there for me, and 
beside, I don’t think. McReynolds was 
treated justly. I believed in what 
he had done, and I consider Rigs re- 
pudiation ag an indirect repudiation 
of me.” 

Wright brought to the city’s serv- 
ice a brain and experience such as is 
possessed by few men in the United | 
States. His entrance was modestly 
in keeping with his nature. When

FROM TRANSIT. 


Quicker Service Los Angeles 
to Crown City. 


Officials and Commissioners 
Talk Over Policy. 


Citizens to Inspect Work of 
the Schools. 


PASADENA, Dec. 4.—After practi- 
eally an all-day conference between 
the City Commissioners and President 
Paul Shoup, General Manager J. Mc- 
Millan, and Maintenance Engineer A. 
C. Johnson of the Pacific Electric 


Railway Company, Commissioner 
Metcalf said last night that the, city 
will go ahead with it preliminary sur- 
vey for a proposed municipal line be- 
tween Pasadena and Los Angeles, as 
Planned. 


“T think we shall go ahead with the 
survey we have planned to make,” he 
gaid. “The conference with the Pac- 
fie Electric Railway Company off- 
clals was as satisfactory as such a 
conference could be, but it will prob- 
ably not alter our plans in the >thor 
matter. 

“The conference was an informal 
one and there is not much to say. 
The Pacific Electric Company intends 
to improve the service between Pasa- 
Gena and Los Angeles and these im- 
Provements will probably be brought 
about in a few months. There are 
@everal plans looking toward a new 
Mine, and much depends on the atti- 
tude that South Pasadena will take.” 

The conference began at 10:45 
o'clock in the morning. and though 
representatives of several improve- 
ment organizations of the city were 
on hand, it was announced that the 
meeting would be only for the rail- 
way officials and the City Commis- 
sioners. A recess was taken “for 
bunmcheon and the commissioners and 
railway men ~personally inspected 
Some of the lines in the city. 

It is on the opening of the proposed 
San Pedro-street line in Los Angeles 
that the benefit which Pasadena is 
te derive chiefly hinges Within forty- 
five days, it is understood, five min- 
utes will be clipped from the running 
time of the Pasadena cars by direct- 
fine them over the San Pedro-street 
cut-off, and the company hopes even- 
tually to afford a fifteen-minute serv- 
fice to Oak Knoll. 

Some of the Pasadena commission- 
ere yesterday were of the belief that 
South Pasadena will never consent 
te the running of no-stop cars 
through that city, which it is planned 
by the company to do im order to 
@ecrease the running time between 
Pasadena and Los Angeles. The 
question of underground or overhead 
crossing also enters into consideration 
there. 

WANTS ADVICE. 

Dr. J. H. McBride, president of the 
Board of Education, has proposed a 
wnique way of securing the co-opera- 
tion of the school board and the 
public in the arrangement of schol 
work. Upon his request. he has been 
authorized by the ooard to appoint a 
committee of Pasadena citizens, who 
fm turn will appoint a commission, to 
be composed of Pasadenans and oth- 
ers. This commission is to inspect 
the work of the schools, look over 


reports and visit the classes, to make 
any suggestions that it sees fit to the 
Boasd of Education. 

“] have had such a plan in mind 
for a long time,” he said yesterday. 
“T think that in this way the Board of 
Education may ascertain just what is 
believed to be the right thing in dif- 
ferent instances by those who are ab- 
solutely unbiased and who are ccom- 
petent to advise in such matters.”

SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 3.— 
David B. Williams, termed as a mod- 
ern Apollo by one of his lady friends 
and who is charged with attempting 
to murder his aged wife, Mrs. Logs- 
don-Williams, by the poison route last 
August, was today placed on trial in 
the Superior Court.

‘CIVIL SERVICE 
TAKES LID OFF. 


Secret Sessions. 


Finds It Cannot Work With- 
out Publicity. 


Backdown Accomplished with 
Some Friction. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 3.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Civfl Service Com- 
mission of the State has seen a light. 
It has decided that the policy of se- 
| crecy will not succeed. This res- 
| Olution was passed today: 
' Whereas, the resolution adopted by 
| the State Civil Service Commission, at 
the meeting held on October 29, 1913, 
in regard to the making public of mat- 
ters affecting the policy and adminis- 
tration of the work of this body, only 
after definite action has been taken, 
having been misunderstood, and the 
members of this commission believing 
in the fullest publicity of all matters 
when action has been taken or record 
made, therefore be it 


Resolved, that the sald resolution be 
and it is hereby repealed. 


It was found by the commissioners 
that they could _not expect to get 
| much publicity from the press if they 
, persisted in the policy of secrecy. Pub- 
_Heity was absolutely essential to the 
success of the commission's work. 

The lid was clamped down by the 
commission fn the first place because 
the publicity given to the work of the 
board had caused, it {s said, some dif- 
ficulty in the other departments of 
the State government. The attempt 
to put into effect an efficiency system 
seemed likely to develop some weak 
spots. To prevent too much publicity 
the censor resolution was adopted. 
Threatened with the possibility of 
having the commission choked to 
death through the lack of publicity, 
the secrecy resolution was repealed. 

It is stated in well-informed circles 
around the capital that the commis- 
sioners are not by any means in har- 
mony on this subject. In fact the 
friction is declared to be serious. 

BLOCKS LAY-OFF. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SACRAMENTO, Dec. 3.—The State 
| Civil Service Commission today 
blocked the announced plan of the 
State Engineer to drop two of five 
employees in his office on the ground 
of “lack of work,” by notifying Mc- 
Clure that the men must be retained.

CRITICIZES CAR SERVICE. 


City Prosecutor Would Have an 
Ordinance Requiring That City 
Lines Have More Electric Power. 


City Prosecutor Nimmo criticised 
the Los Angeles Railway yesterday in 
a letter addressed to the Board of 
Public Utilities, in which he cited sev- 
eral instances of alleged poor service, 
and offered his assistance in drafting 
an ordinance to relieve the condi- 
tions. 

Referring to the Inefficient service 
supplied during October and Novem- 
ber on the city lines, the City Pros- 
ecutor said the service improved at 
once when the Big Creek power line 
was used in supplying electricity to 
the local system. In his letter, Nim- 
mo asserts: 

“It is not pecessary for the com- 
panies to send their patrons home in 
the darkness every night, and at half- 
speed. Last night, the same condi- 
tions prevailed as in November. The 
car on which I was traveling had to 
stop once or twice and could not 
make the smallest grades on account 
of lack of power.”

Frank Murphy of Blythe, who, with

Sheriff Sheahan has a posse patrolling 
the Arizona side of the river and the 
sheriffs of Riverside, Imperial and 
Yuma counties are scouring the 
mountains and desert for traces of the 
murderous bandits. One of the 
bandits is believed to have stopped at 
Iris this morning.

He ate heartily and 
entertained his fellow prisoners with 
tales of the sea. He ig exceedingly 
polite, and exceedingly strong. Dur- 
ing a contest of strength in the prison 
he astounded the other inmates by 
holding himself at right angles to the 
bars, with the aid of his hands alone, 
and then, in that position, gradually 
ascending the bars, sti]! holding his 
body at right angles. It was a dis- 
play of astounding strength. 

Cabral has taken a fancy to the 
beans that Jailor Shand serves. Yes- 
terday he asked for three helpings, 
and improvised a song about the 
favorite vegetable after the meal.

SUMMARY OF THE DAY. 

The Council yesterday readjusted 
the Hill-street tunnel assessment by 
lopping $10,000 off the north end 
and tacking in on the south end of 
the district. 

Owing to a difference of opinion as 
to what constitutes frontage in fig- 
uring majorities on protests against 
improvements, the Council yesterday 
sought legal advice. 

The resolution ordering the City 
Attorney to draw an ordinance call- 
ing a bond election is being prepared 
by the Power Committee, aad will be 
submitted to the Council shortly. 

Contractors were ordered yester- 


day to make repairs upon faulty pub- 


lic improvements and the practice of 
poor inspection was criticised 
sharply. 

Through the efforfs of a Superior 
Court judge, the mother of four small 
children, made a widow by the death 
by accident of the bread winner, wil!

EADJUSTS TAX 
ON TUNNEL JOB. 


COUNCIL CUTS $NORTH-END 
PRICE AND ADDS TO SOUTH. 


Business Property Along Hill 
Street to Bear Greater Burden 
Than at First Laid, While Reduc- 
tions Are Made on Other Property. 
Change of Plans Aired. 


> 

By adopting a readjustment of the 
assessment on the Hill-street tunnel, 
the Council yesterday lopped $14,- 
482.19 off the assessment levied 
against property owners north of the 
tunnel and added it to the business 
property along both sides of Hill 
street from First to Tenth. The to- 
tal cost of the improvement is $134,- 
000 and prior to the readjustment 
reached yesterday the north end was 
assessed about one-half. 

The readjustment, following a pro- 
test from the property owners in the 
@agsessment district north of the tun- 
nel, provides: A reduction of $15,- 
649.56 on the property on California 
and side streets; reduction of proper- 
ty on Hill street from California to 
the north end of the district of $2,- 
422.39; an increase of $2285.70 on 
the property between the north end 
of the tunnel and Temple street, in- 
cluding the northwest corner of Hill 


and Temple; an increase of $3962.07 | 


On property between the south end of 
the tunnel and First street; an in- 
crease of $826.00 on the south side 
of Temple street between Hill and 

Olive; an increase of $455.99 on the 
south side of Temple street between 
Olive and Grand; an increase of $19,- 
442.19 on both sides of Hill street 
from First to Tenth. 

The Council delayed until this 
this morning action upon the appeal 
of property owners from the accept- 
ance of the work by the Board of 
Public Works. The contention is that 
the work was not done according to 
#pecifications, as a thin tile facing was 
used instead of glazed brick. 

* The Council laid down the rule that 
hereafter on all public improvements 
when the City Engineer sees the ne- 
cessity for a change in the specifica- 
tion he must refer the matter to the 

Board of Public Works or the City 
Council for review to avoid any com- 
Plicationg such as have arisen over 
the Hill-street tunnel. 


ACTION ON BONDS. 
POWER REPORT NEAR READY. 

At a meeting today of the Special 
Power Committee of the Council a 
resolution will be drawn calling upon 
the City Attorney to @raw an ordi- 
nance calling a bond election to vote 
$6,500,000 in bonds for the comple- 
tion of the aqueduct power plant and 
the construction of an electrical dis- 
tributing system. This = resolution, 
say members of the committee, will 
provide for the joining of the two 
propositions, instead of segregation. 
That is in line with the former ac- 
tion of the Council tn asking a reso- 
lution of necessity for the bond elec- 
tion. 

The resolution to be drawn today 
will recite the various steps taken in 
the negotiations to make a deal with 
the power companies, the essence of 
the report of the three electrical ex- 
perts: telling the present-day 
figure of cost will be for a system 
that can’t be built in two years when it 
will cost one-fifth more than the fig- 
ure named, and other features in the 
history of the progress of the pro- 
posed bond issue up to date. 


WHAT 18 FRONTAGE? 

COUNCIL WILLING -TO LEARNS. 

In figuring the frontage of prop- 
erty to be assessed for a storm sewer, 
for instance, what is to be defined 
ase frontage’ 

This question cannot be answered 
by the ‘‘ounci] or the City Engineer's 
office. The Supreme Court has held, 


the Council was told yesterday, that 
the frontage of property at an in- 
tersection means the width on one 
street and the depth along the side 
street. In figuring the total frontage 
in the assessment district of the Wil- 
ton place storm drain, the City En- 
gineer did not calculate the frontage 
on the sides of lots at intersections. 
The property owners, when the) 
madGe their protest against the work, 
did figure this. The total frontage in 
the district, says the engineer, is 56,- 
658 feet, while the protestants repre- 
gent only 45.18 per cent. of this. The 

testants assert that they have over 
50 per cent. of the frontage and 
enough to defeat the improvement. 

Because of the great principle in- 
volved, the Council held the matter 
over for two weeks, and ip the mean- 
time the Public Works Committee 
will hear all sorts of authwrities and 
lots of law on the question as to 
whether frontage means one side or 
two of corner lots. The City Attor- 
ney’s office stated the belief yester- 
day that the City Engineer was cal- 
culating illegally in reaching a figure 
on the protest. as both sides of a 
in as 
frontage on a protest, 


EFFECTIVE WORK. | 

CONTRACTORS TO REPAIR, 

The Council yesterday called a halt 
to the method of inefficient inspection 
on improvements, and called upon 
two contractors to repair work that 
had been declared faulty. Property 
owners who foot the bills have 
streamed into the Council chamber 
lately with complaints against public 
work. and a charge was made that 
on one job the inspector was intoxi- 
eated and did not know what the 
contractor was doing. 

Property owners complained of 
the sidewalk and curb work on North 
Commonwealth, from Temple to Mel- 
rose, saying that the wwork already 
had begun to show the effects of poor 
material. Large hunks of curb and 
great slabs of sidewalk had begun to 
crumble away. The Council reported 
that the City Engineer had instructed 
the contractor to repair the work. 

The alley west of Beacon atreet, 
between Tenth and Eleventh, is an- 
other bit of work that roused the ire 
of the people who had to pay for 
the work. The grade was so uneven 
that a demand was made for a repair 
of the work. The City Engineer took 
out large blocks of concrete and ce- 
ment, and ordered the contractor to 
zo back over his work and do it 
right. 

In both instances the city had in- 
spectors on the job, but their surveil- 
lance was very poor, the Council 
found. Thefr salaries come from the 
taxpayers. 


AIMED AT BUREAU. | 
RESOLUTION IS ADOPTED. 


The Council yesterday passed 
unanimous:y the resolution of Coun- 
cilman Wheeler calling attention to 
apparent inefficiency in the assess- 
ment bureau and directing Col. 
Schreiber and others in the bureau 
to appear before the Council and 
show why assessments have not been 
made promptly in many cases or- 
dered by the Council. Thé resolution 
States that there have been delays 
without reason and the heads of the 
bureau are to come forth and show 
the cause of the inefficiency and ex- 
plain. If more men are needed, says 
the resolution, the Council wants to 
know it. 

The assessment bureau officials 
will appear before the Council tnis 
morning to tell of the work in that 
department. If more help is needed 
to handle the .great amount of work 
it is likely the Council will authorize 
the employment of additional clerks.

UDGE AIDS HER 
| TO GET A HOME. 


WIDOW WITH FOUR CHILDREN 
Is PROVIDED FOR. | 


By Compromise with Company for 
Whom Husband Worked She May 
Own a Howse and Have Expense 
Money—Divorces Are Granted to 
Two—Other Cases. 


Mercedes Gonzales, made a widow 
by an accident to her husband who 
Was employed by a construction com- 
pany, and left to fight the world with 
four small children, now ineludes the 
name of Judge Wood in her prayers 
to Our Lady of Guadalupe. For it 
was through his interest in her case 
that she will own a small home and 
draw $20 a month as the result of 
a compromise in a damage _ suit 
which she brought against the com- 
pany. ; 

If the court had agreed to the first 
compromise offer, Mrs. Gonzales 
would have received $100, the rest 
of the money going for attorney’s fees 
and expenses. The court said he 
would consider the matter and after 
interviewing the widow he decided 
the liability was greater. The case 
went to trial, but while it was in 
progress, the construction company 
agreed to eompromise for $2500. 


* ‘There were three children at the 


time of the accident several months 
ago. When the trial came on this 
week, there fas a fourth child, two 
months old. 

The court advised Mrs. Gonzales 
to put $800 of the award in a home 
and deposit the balance in a bank 
at interest. Of the latter amount she 
will draw each month $20, or sufficient 
to cover the household expenses. 


MERCURY IN SYRUP? 
GRANTED DECREE ANYWAY. | 
Syrup of figs which Mrs. Florence 

Cc. Brown had intended to take was 
found by a chemical analysis to con- 
tain bichloride of mercury. She al- 


leged in a divorce complaint that her 
éusband, Harry ©. Brown, had at- 
tempted to pceison her by putting the 
tablets in the syrup. 

It was rot actually proved at the 
trial of the suit before Judge Mon- 
roe yesterday that Brown had put 
the poison in the syrup, but the tes- 
timony of Mrs. Brown's mvuther was 
to the effect that when charged with 
it he admitted that he had done so. 

It developed that Mrs. Brown had 
mentioned that she was going to take 
the. syrup. brown casually asked 
when, and was informed. But Mrs. 
Brown did not take the dose: 

A bottle containing bichloride of 
mercury was tound, and the syrup 
was turned over to Dr. Walter A. 
Preston, who sent it to the Pacific 
Wasserman Laboratories for analy- 
sis. The laboratory report was that 
the syrup contained a mercurial! com- 
pound. 

The testimony showed that Brown 
had struck and choked his wife, and 
last May threatened to kill her. if 
she left him. He put in no defense 
at the trial of the suit. The decree 
Was granted. 


BRIEF HARMONY. 
GETS A SECOND DIVORCE. 
Mrs. Otella 8S. Reed, who found that 
another woman had stolen the love of 
her husband, Frank E. Reed, former- 
ly of Colby & Reed, cafeteria  pro- 
prietors, was recently granted a di- 
vorce on the’ ground of Reed's mis- 
conduct. There was the question of 
her daughter, Violet, however, and a 
reconciliation was effected, Judge 
Monroe setting aside the decree. 
But the reconciliation was not last- 
ing. In another action, on the ground 
of extreme cruelty, Mrs. Reed testi- 
fied yesterday that Reed had come 
home one night intoxicated, broke in 
the door of her room with an axe and 
so alarmed her that she jumped out 
of a window and fled to a neighbor's 
house. ©n another occasion she said 
he tore off her dress and struck her. 
Judge Monroe granted the decree. 
but mentioned that he had inquired 
of Mrs. Reed on the previous occa- 
sion, when she asked that the divorcee 
be set aside, if she really wanted to live 
with Reed again. He asked her ves- 
terday why she returned to him. 
“T believed he would trent me 
kindly.” she replied. 
“Well, I had my suspicions at the 


time,” commented the court. “She 
knew all about Reed; he is a bad 
actor.” 
By a property settlement Mrs. Reed 
gets the residence and $13,800 in 
promissory notes, in payments of 
$500 ata time. She was awarded the 
custody of Violet, now 8 years old, 
and $25 a month for her support. 
The court ordered that the last 
$5000 paid on the promissory notes 
be devoted to the education of the 
child and named the Security Savinge 
Bank, trustee. If Reed should at- 
tempt to hypothecate the notes, he 
will be cited into court. 


BARS THE MUSE. 
DISLIKES POETIC COMPLAINTS. 

Attorney E. M. Barnes, who broke 
into rhyme instead of using the legal 
formula in preparing a divorce com- 
plaint, faces contempt proceedings, if 
the District Attorney's office decides 
that one will hold. 

Barnes recently filed a divorce 
complaint for Esther Oden. He set 
out the allegations in verse. When the 
matter was brourht tothe attention 
of Presiding Judge McCormick, he 
ordered the poetic complaint stricken 
from the records, and asked the Dis- 
trict Attorney to look intvu the mat- 
ter. 

Commenting on the affair, Judge 
McCormick said Barnes’s action in 
dallying with the muse was not dig- 
nified; in short, it was triflire, esne- 
cially in so serious a matter as the 
marriage relations. An example ought 
to be made of any attorney, he de- 
clared, who conducts himself in a 
trifling manner. 


LAWYERS NOT PRESENT. 

DELAYS DISPLEASE JUDGE. 

Seventy per cent. of the cases ready 
for trial in the Probate Court yes- 
terday were continued because the 
attorneys, among whom was a wom- 
an, failed to appear. This naturally 
vexed Judge Rives, who inds the 
work of the court steadily increasing. 
and every continuance causes addi- 
tional detall work on the part of the 
“lerks, as well as himself. 

Some of these lawyers, it was as- 
certained, were engaged in one or 
other of the eighteen courts, and 
long ago they gave up trying to be 
in two places at the same time. For 
thix reason the judges are more ac- 
commodating than thay would oth«e- 
wise be. But in view of the volume. 
of work now pouring through the 
legal grist, more stringent court rules 
Will be anforced 

In the Juvenile Court, especially 
in serious contributing cases, Judge 
Taft is considering refusing continv- 
ances on the plea of press of busi- 
ness. When one of these cases is set 
for trial, :t will be heard unless the 
best gossible reason for a continuance 
is given. 


TO LEAVE OR NOT? 
MONEY ONE WAY, NONE OTHER. 

If Emma Scholle leaves the house 

owned by her husband, she will re- 
ceive $25 a month for a year. If she 
elects to remain in the house, she 
will get nothing. This was the order 
of Judge Monroe yesterday in Mrs. 
Scholle’s suit for divorce against 
William F. Scholle on the ground of 
desertion. 
- Scholle will sell the house if she 
leaves, and out of the proceeds he 
will pay her $25 a month for twelve 
months. Scholle testified in his own 
defense that his wife wanted an au- 
tomobile and insisted until he was 
fairly driven to buy one. 

“Why did you do it, if you could 
not afford the expense?” asked the 
court, 

“Well,” replied Scholle, “she would 
have made a fuss if I hadn't.”

Before the accident 
the lad had been a pupil of Prof. 
Charlies S. Sherman, and the latter 
testified that he had been one of his 
most promising pupils. 


BAD MEMORY. The triai of a 
failure-to-provide charge 
Charles P. Elliott yesterday developed 
a sad lapse of memory on his part. 
He said he woke up in Reno one day 
and had no recoliection.of leaving 
California. Judge Monroe wanted to 
know if he had any memory of desert- 
ing his wife while she was in a deli- 
cate condition, and whether he re- 
membered getting meals on the train 
en route to Nevada. The explanation 
was not satisfactory, and Elliott was 
held in $1000 bonds to appear in the 
Superior Court. 


CASES DISMISSED. The con- 
tributing charges against William La 
Casse and Richard Hollingsworth 
have been dismissed by Judge Taft 
on motion of Deputy District Attorney 
McCartney, because the complaining 
witnesses have disappeared. Christine 
Neal, who named Hollingsworth, es- 
caped from Whittier, and Evelyn 
Quick, the girl in La Casse’s case, 
cannot be located. La Casse was 
tried by a jury, which disagreed, and 
was up for a new trial. 


JURY DISAGREES. The jury in 
“Judge Wilbur's court trying the $50,-

against the Pacific Electric Company 
disagreed yesterday. Clements  al- 
leged that while riding a motorcycle 
on Crenshaw boulevard, September 1, 
1912, the machine was struck by a 
car.

TELLS OF STOCK CHANGES, 


Witness in Suit Against the Cleve- 
land Oi! Company Invested at Va- 
rious Prices. 

The evidence of Charles E. Grosse 
vesterday in the trial of the Cleve- 
land Oil case in Judge Budkin's 
court showed how the stock of that 


corporation fluctuated on the local 
stock exchange during 1909 and 1910. 
Grosse was a heavy investor in the 
stock, buying 4000 shares at prices 
ranging from 44 to 46 cents; 6000 
shares at 30 cents, and 15,000 shares 
at 12 cents. Mutch of it was sold at 
6 cents. 

The witness said that he called on 
the officers of the company in the H. 
W. Hellman building for a financial 
statement, but was told by W. J. 
Batchelder, who had charge of the 
books, that they were so badly. mixed 
that he could not get it. He admitted 
on cross-@xamination that he had 
purchased 4000 shares of the stock 
before he talked with Grant G. Gil- 
lette, and that he had made his pur- 
chases through Dr. C. M. O'Leary, a 
broker. 


ramento, who for some time was 
stenographer in the office of Grant G. 
Gillette, tried to testify as to certain 
letters she had written, signed by 
Gillette which contained certain state- 
ments in regard to the value of the 
securities and the output of the wells 
in the Kern River country, but on 
objection they were ruled out. 

Mrs. Caroline Peters of. Columbus, 
O., testified that she had invested 
$15,000 in the stocks and bonds of 
the Cleveland Oi! Company on the 
persona] recommendation of Dr. W. 
A. France, who was her neighbor. 
France has since died and it was 
sought to be shown by the defense 
that nobody but France had induced 
her to invest. 

Don R. Edwards, invested 
$900 in the securities of the company, 
and Jack Tehan, who identified sev- 
eral letters signed by Grant G. Gil- 
lette, testified; but a long wrangle 
ensued on the subject of the identity 
of Gillette’s signature.

FIRES INQUIRY. 


WHOLESALE EXAMINATION 
PASSENGER FARES. 


State Railroad Commission Clears 
Way to Investigate Consistency of 
Southern California Rates—Com- 
plaint that Espee Was Discrimin- 
ating Foundation of Inquiry. 


‘Edwin A. Colby left out the word 
“unreasonable” in a complaint filed 
some months ago-with the State Rail- 
reaa Commission against the South- 
ern Pacific. As a result, the com- 
missiof, according 
Edgerton, has_been forced, through 
the operation of circumstances, to 


clear the way for a microscopic ex- 
amination of all “local” passenger 
fares in the Southland. | 

In other words, the time-old story 
of the catastrophe which followed the 
omission of a horseshoe nail from 
the trapperies of a certain knight is 
to have a modern counterpart with a 
word—it can searcely be called an 
idle one—essaying the fateful role of 
the horseshoe nail, 

Colby, in his complaint, alleged 
that the Southern Pacific, in offering 
a special eight-day round-trip excur- 
sion rate of $3 from this city to Red- 
iands, was discriminating against the 
inhabitants of that fair city, in that 
for similar service they were forced 
to pay $3.60. 

Edgerton heard the case, decided 
discrimination was evident, and 
ordered the Southern Pacific to right 
matters. 

This it did by petitioning the com- 
mission, in company with the Santa 
Fe and Salt Lake, for upward revi- 
sion: of ‘rates. Colby had merely 
made eharges of discrimination, not 
of unreasonableness anent the rates. 

Specifically, the steam lines havo 
asked the commission’s sanction of a 
withdrawal of the special $3 round- 
trip rate from this city to Chino, 
Colton, Narod, Ontario, Pomona, 
Riverside, Redlands, San Bernardino, 
Anaheim, Bloomington, Santa Ana, 
West Orange, Raymond, Los Robles, 
Upland, Corona, and intermediate 
points. 

In this manner, 
crimination will be circulated as 
the $3.60 rate will be made the 
round-trip rate between this city and 
its sister cities of the orange belts 
and all the towns between will have 
their rates revised upward to that 
basis. 

As the railroads’ petition puts the 
decision up to the State Railroad 
Commission, the one course for that 
body, according to Edgerton, is to) 
supplement its previous examination 
of rates on the score of discrimina- 
tion with an examination as to rea- 
sona bleness. 

No date has yet been set for the 
formal hearing of the railroads’ ap- 
piication, though Edgerton stated 
that the experts of the commission
